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Anger over coast road signposts

BRIDPORT’S tourism 
industry is taking a hit 
while businesses fight to 
re-instate signposting for 
Dorset’s famous Jurassic 
Coast. 

Traffic travelling from 
Bridport to Weymouth, 
and vice versa, is directed 
onto the A35 through 
Dorchester rather than 
along the scenic B3157 
coast road. 

The route had previ¬ 
ously been signposted but 
long-term problems, par¬ 
ticularly at pinch points 
in Abbotsbury and Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock, led to 
signs being removed. 

Signs for the route in 


Weymouth were removed 
following the opening of 
the Chickerell Link Road 
in 2006. 

Dorset County Council 
have claimed that the 
B3157 route to Wey¬ 
mouth was never sign¬ 
posted from Bridport, 
however the Bridport and 
District Tourism Associa¬ 
tion disputes this. 

Vice chair of the Brid¬ 
port and District Tourism 
Association Scott 

Condliffe, who is also 
manager of Freshwater 
Beach Holiday Park, be¬ 


came aware of the prob¬ 
lem in January. 

He said: “The problem 
is we are not getting the 
level of passing traffic we 
used to get. We are notic¬ 
ing a downturn when 
things are hard anyway 
and we don’t want more 
problems on top of that. 
It’s hard coming out of a 
recession as it is and now 
this. 

“It is definitely true that 
there used to be a sign on 
The Crown roundabout in 
Bridport directing people 
to Weymouth along the 


coast road but now it has 
gone. 

“It is a major issue at 
the tourism association 
and it is something which 
has affected many busi¬ 
nesses. 

“The worst part of this 
is that tourists who are 
coming to the area are 
missing out on the best 
part of Dorset and we 
need a council that is in 
favour of the tourism in¬ 
dustry as it is so impor¬ 
tant. 

“I think the idea would 
be to have directions 
from Bridport to Wey¬ 
mouth along the coast 
road and have it desig¬ 
nated as a tourist route. 

“It would also be sensi¬ 
ble to restrict heavy 
goods vehicles along the 
coast road and keep it 
more accessible to 
tourists, but the tourism 
industry should be con¬ 
sulted before road clo¬ 
sures and primary routing 
changes are made. 

“I would like to see the 
signs re-instated before 
the Spring Bank Holiday 
to stop any further dam¬ 
age and if they aren’t then 
I think that will be a 
missed opportunity.”

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Fifty new allotments planned for Bridport 


BRIDPORT’S ever-ex¬ 
panding allotment wait¬ 
ing list is to be 
dramatically reduced 
with plans for over 50 
new plots in the town. 

Currently there are 42 
Bridport parish residents 
on the waiting list for an 
allotment and another 46 
out of parish residents. 

Newly acquired land at 
West Allington and Pri¬ 
ory Gardens will provide 
approximately 51 new al¬ 
lotments reducing the 
waiting list by over half. 

Bridport resident 
Amanda Streatfield has 
offered land at West 
Allington for use as an

allotment site for £100 a 
year on a 20 year lease. 

Commercial builders 
C.G. Fry has donated 
land adjoining their new 
development at Priory 
Gardens, at no cost, to 
provide additional plots. 

Bridport Town Clerk 
Bob Gillis said: “It is 
hoped that the West 
Allington allotments may 
become available this 
year although this will 
depend on being able to 
process the transfer in 
time and complete the 
relevant legal agreement. 


“The West Allington 
site will create 41 allot¬ 
ments although we 
haven’t as yet plotted the 
Priory Gardens site. 

“The new allotments 
will make a significant 
difference to the town 
council’s waiting lists. 

“The town council has 
to offer allotments first to 
parish residents on the 
waiting lists but bearing 
in mind the location of 
the West Allington site it 
is hoped that some of 
these new allotments can 
be offered to people on 


the waiting list from 
Allington and Symonds- 
bury.” 

Chairman of the Brid¬ 
port and District Allot¬ 
ments Society, Colin 
Sparkes, was delighted 
with the news. He said: 
“We are very pleased 
with the proposals. I feel 
that with these 41 plus 
what will be probably an¬ 
other 10 allotments we 
are making in roads into 
the waiting list. 

“The piece at Priory 
Gardens used to be allot¬ 
ments some years ago so 
it is good to see we are 
getting that back for 
nothing. 


“Amanda Streatfield 
has done us proud with 
the West Allington allot¬ 
ments, getting a 20 year 
lease is excellent. It will 
relieve not only the Brid¬ 
port waiting list but also 
those in the surrounding 
parishes as well.” 

Amanda Streatfield, 
who provided the land at 
West Allington, added: 
“I’m very lucky to have 
my own garden but there 
are those who don’t. I 
gathered there was a 
huge waiting list for al¬ 
lotments and this land 
had been used for dog 
walkers but not much 
else. 

“I think it’s brilliant 


news that the town coun¬ 
cil have accepted my 
offer and I am really 
thrilled they are taking 
the proposals forward. 

“The land is right next 


door to Bridport so hope¬ 
fully it will be a really 
useful amenity.” 

The West Allington al¬ 
lotments are hoped to be 
available this year and 


the Priory Gardens allot¬ 
ments will be made 
available once the hous¬ 
ing development is com¬ 
plete, scheduled for 
Spring 2011.

took delivery of a rerobe 
unit; this is designed to 
provide spare clothing 
for people who have 
been affected by chemi¬ 
cals, and to help decon¬ 
taminate firefighters 
involved in chemical in¬ 
cidents. 

They also have a brand 
new water carrier, which 
allows firefighters to bet¬ 
ter tackle fires when 
water supplies are lim¬ 
ited or hard to reach. 

This unit will carry 
10,000 litres of water, 
which can be used to fill 


two 5,000 litre dams, car¬ 
ried on the appliance. 

Bridport Station Com¬ 
mander, Nigel Challis, 
said: “We are really 
pleased to have all this 
new equipment over in 
the west of the county. 

“Along with the rerobe 
unit and water carrier we 
are shortly to take deliv¬ 
ery of new MAN appli¬ 
ance with compressed air 
foam system (CAFFS) 
capability, this will mean 
extra training in a spe¬ 
cialist area.”

“The 2012 legacy is 
about the future of Dorset 
and every aspect of its 
economy. All businesses 
along the Weymouth to 
Bridport coast road, and 
further into West Dorset, 
deserve as much help as 
possible to maximise po¬ 
tential stemming from 
the Games.” 

Dorset County Council 
traffic manager, Tim 
Westwood, said: “With 
the completion of the 
Weymouth Relief Road, 
all strategic traffic to and 
from Weymouth will be 
signed along the A354 
Dorchester Road/Wey¬ 
mouth Relief Road to the 


A35 trunk road. 

“This is very important 
for the villages along the 
coast road, particularly at 
the pinch points in Ab- 
botsbury and Burton 
Bradstock where there 
have been long-term 
problems caused by 
heavy goods vehicles 
using the route as short¬ 
cut between Weymouth 
and Bridport. 

Historically, Weymouth 
has not been signed from 
the Bridport A35 end of 
the route and the removal 
of the Bridport signs in 
Weymouth complements 
this position. 

“The coast road has al¬ 
ways been considered a 


‘tourist route’ within the 
context of tourism sign¬ 
ing. 

“This means that brown 
tourism signs are used on 
this route to direct drivers 
to the final destination of 
their journey. 

“This policy also re¬ 
quires tourist attractions 
and facilities to publicise 
their location within their 
own publicity material. 

“There is provision in 


the Traffic Signs Regula¬ 
tions to provide brown 
signs for ‘tourist routes.’ 

“For the coast road to 
be signed as a tourist 
route there will need to 
be consultation with the 
local communities as 
well as the tourism indus¬ 
try. 

This will be discussed 
at the next B3157 road 
safety partnership board 
meeting in mid-May.”

DORSET firefighters are to get a 
£600,000 makeover as they be¬ 
come the first in the South West to 
adopt gold uniforms. 

The new Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service uniforms are set to replace 
the traditional dark blue and will 
be in place by the end of the year. 

Dorset will be the first county in 
the South West to adopt the gold 
uniforms but are expected to be 
closely followed by Devon. 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Author¬ 
ity, Chris Bulteel, said: “After an 
exhaustive selection process, 
which included trials by our own 
firefighters, we have chosen Per¬ 
sonal Protective Equipment (PPE) 
manufactured by Bristol Uniforms 
who are our existing supplier. 

“The Gold PPE came first in na¬ 
tional trials recently so we are as¬ 
sured that it offers the best in terms 
of safety protection for our opera¬ 
tional crews, while offering the 
best value for money.” 

The clothing has an outer layer of 
what is known as ‘PBI Gold’ 
which provides excellent protec¬ 
tion from heat and fire, combined 
with an innovative lining which 
adds further protection from heat 
and water while being lightweight. 

Chief Fire Officer, Darran 
Gunter, added: “The PPE provides 
excellent protection without im¬ 


posing high levels of physiological 
stress on our fire fighters. There¬ 
fore it ensures they can operate 
safely and effectively at emer¬ 
gency incidents. 

“We are absolutely committed to 
safer communities and, of course, 
safer firefighters.” 

DFRS has chosen to procure the 
new PPE through the Integrated 


Clothing Project contract (ICP), 
which was led by FireBuy - a na¬ 
tional public buying organisation 
created to provide a range of pro¬ 
curement services to the Fire Serv¬ 
ice. 

The new clothing contract will 
cost £600k as part of the Service’s 
Capital Programme, and will be in 
place by the end of 2010.

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Double yellow lines proposed 
to make Jessopp Avenue safer 


FEARS it’s “only a matter of time” 
before someone is seriously in¬ 
jured on a stretch of road in Brid- 
port has led councillors to request 
urgent measures are introduced. 

Residents’ worries have led to 
councillors at the town’s Highways 
and Transportation Sub-Commit¬ 
tee to recommend support to alle¬ 
viate the build up of vehicles 
parking along Jessopp Avenue, 
Bradpole. 

Bradpole Parish Council issued 
the plea to the BTC sub-committee 
to have double yellow lines in¬ 
stalled from Jessopp Avenue to the 
junction with Sea Road North to 
the bridge. 


A letter to the town council from 
Bradpole Parish Council said: 
“Residents of Jessopp Avenue are 
very concerned by the amount of 
vehicles that now park on both 
sides of the road, thereby making 
the sightline for vehicles approach¬ 
ing down Jessopp Avenue towards 
Sea Road North very restricted.” 

A recent parish meeting saw 
councillors raise the issue over the 
placing of double yellow lines 
amid fears it will only be a “matter 
of time” before an accident occurs. 

Residents and the parish council¬ 
lors alike are very worried it is 
only a matter of time before there 
is an accident involving road users, 


including pedestrians. 

Concerns also included vehicles 
parked on both sides prior to the 
bridge where the road width is very 
narrow, making it a hazard for 
emergency vehicles and larger ve¬ 
hicles to gain access. 

Therefore the BTC sub-commit- 
tee accepted the request that con¬ 
sideration is given to lining one 
side of the road (preferably the 
north side) with double yellow 
lines from the junction of Sea Road 
North to the bridge.” 

The concerns will now be heard 
at the full council meeting sched¬ 
uled for April 20th.

In aid of Royal British Legion & Christinas Lights Fund 
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New Flaxhayes housing estate will only offer 
fraction of the new homes Bridport needs

A NEW housing estate 
will only cover a fraction 
of the 737 affordable 
new homes needed in 
Bridport according to a 
national report. 

The £8 million Flax¬ 
hayes estate, which will 
provide 57 affordable 
homes, is not enough ac¬ 
cording to district coun¬ 
cillors who have 
responded to a report by 
housing and homeless¬ 
ness charity Shelter. 

The nationwide report 
stated West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, which was 
ranked 254th out of 323 


councils in the housing 
league table, provided 
just nine per cent of the 
required affordable 
homes. 

The report showed 
WDDC only built 70 af¬ 
fordable homes on aver¬ 
age during a three-year 
period from 2007-09. 

Councillor David Tett 
said: “I am sure I am not 
the only district council¬ 
lor to be concerned with 
this ranking. 

“The joint application 


of the West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Hay¬ 
wards provided for 173 
dwellings, 35 per cent of 
which (approximately 60 
dwellings) would have 
been allocated for afford¬ 
able housing. 

“As well as reducing 
the numbers it would 
have given hope to those 
of our young people on 
the housing waiting list 
and put a smile on their 
faces! 

“If not then, as Shelter 


says, we will be failing in 
our responsibilities and 
letting our young people 
down.” 

He said he was still 
hopeful Haywards could 
be persuaded to put in 
another application and 
that next time round 
common sense would 
prevail. 

Councillor Robert 
Gould has previously 
stated affordable housing 
is the district council’s 
number one priority in 
the Corporate Plan. 

Bridport Town Council 
were recently asked for 


possible suggestions for 
sites for new housing but 
voiced concern their sug¬ 
gestions would fall on 
deaf ears and so never 
made any. 

The district council’s 
Liberal Democrat leader 
Stella Jones said it came 
as no surprise to them as 
it was not just Shelter 
who were critical of the 
council’s record on this, 
highlighting the Audit 
Commission’s recent 
reprimand as well. 

“What does it say about 
Conservative priorities 
that they are prepared to 


spend £10-15 million 
building a new office 
block for themselves 
while countless local 
families are unable to 
find anywhere decent to 
live,” she said. 

“It's high time they got 
their priorities right.” 

Shelter chief executive 
Campbell Robb said the 
figures clearly showed 
councils must work far 
harder to ensure desper¬ 
ately needed affordable 
homes were provided if 
they were to meet the 
housing needs. 

Mr Robb said: “A step 


change in affordable 
housing delivery is ur¬ 
gently needed and all 
councils must think 
about how they can work 
creatively with their part¬ 
ners to deliver more 
homes. 

“But in the current fi¬ 
nancial climate, and with 
council budgets set to be 
slashed, it is also vital 
that all political parties 
make affordable housing 
a top priority, now and in 
the future.” 

The Flaxhayes devel¬ 
opment will provide 37 
properties for rent, 17 for 


shared ownership and 
three self-build proper¬ 
ties and is due for com¬ 
pletion in June 2011. 

The rented homes will 
be a mix of one-bedroom 
flats and two, three and 
four bedroom houses, 
while the shared owner¬ 
ship units will be two and 
three bedrooms. 

Director of the estate’s 
developer Magna Hous¬ 
ing, David Aldwinckle, 
said it was an important 
scheme for the town and 
was 100 per cent afford¬ 
able housing, something 
much needed in Bridport.

West Dorset's white elephant 

I UNDERSTAND that West Dorset District Council are planning to move out 
of their long standing headquarters in Dorchester’s High West Street into a new 
multi-million pound office block which they propose to build elsewhere in the 
town. 

The Conservative administration and senior officers at Salisbury District 
Council has the same idea a few years ago. I was one of the district councillors 
who fought vigorously against the proposals. 

This, in brief, was the experience in Salisbury: 

• The costs soared from under £10million to £20million; 

• Salisbury District Council was abolished before the new building was even 
completed; 

• It's replacement, the unitary Wiltshire Council, is about to conduct a review 
of the surplus property it owns because it has more office accommodation than 
it can use. 

Right from that start, local people in South Wiltshire repeatedly expressed 
their anger about the proposal and the waste of public money on the office proj¬ 
ect. 

In May 2007 there was an election. The Conservatives lost power and I be¬ 
came Leader of Salisbury District Council.

REGARDING last 
week's cover story I 
would like to put the 
record straight. 

The role of Mayor of 
Bridport is non-partisan 
as it is mainly ceremonial 
and represents all of 
Bridport to all of Dorset 
and beyond. 

The choice of mayor is 
made by consensus, in¬ 
ternally, and the protocol 
does not include naming 
candidates in the press 
two weeks before the 
nomination date. 

Personally I fail to see 
how having a Tory 
mayor would be any less 
partisan. 

As for the make up of 
the committees and sub 
committees, the majority 
group of Liberal Democ¬ 
rat councillors liaise with 
the other aligned and in¬ 
dependent councillors to 
ensure that every coun¬ 
cillor of whatever persua¬ 
sion gets to sit on their 
preferred committees. 

It is only four years 
since a Tory was mayor, 
my predecessor as 
Leader was independent 


and held the post for six 
consecutive years, and 
the current chair of the 
Best Value and Scrutiny 
Committee and the vice 
chair of Plans are both 
Tories.

Bridge completed

The yearly event has been or¬ 
ganised by the Coastal Ranger 
team of the county council's 
Countryside Service for more 
than two decades. 

Volunteers should bring 
gloves, grabbers and rubbish 


sacks. Last year around 800 vol¬ 
unteers collected nearly 700 
bags of rubbish, much of which 
was later recycled by local coun¬ 
cils. 

Twenty-seven beaches along 
Dorset's stunning coast, from Fri¬ 
ars Cliff, Christchurch in the east 
to Lyme Regis in the west got a 
much needed spring clean. 

This year, the focus of the event 
is the impacts of climate change 
on our seas and coastline. Alien 
species of animals and plants 
trapped within or clinging to 
plastic debris can be transported 
by changing ocean currents or 
wind, damaging our fishing 
stocks or colonising our shores 
along the Jurassic Coast World 
Heritage Site. 

Jenny Penney, Dorset County 
Council coastal ranger, said: 


"Wasted and discarded products 
like plastics are left in the envi¬ 
ronment because people can't 
be bothered to reuse, recycle 
and repair them. Plastics remain 
in the ocean, shattered into tiny 
pieces, masquerading as food for 
birds, mammals and fish alike. 

"Ghost nets abandoned on the 
beach or in the ocean are contin¬ 
uing to trap sea creatures and 
birds that swoop to fish, in¬ 
evitably resulting in their death. 
By helping monitor and pick up 
litter on our beaches, people can 
make a real difference."

BROADWINDSOR res- 
idents’ fear they may be 
about to lose the only 
grocery shop in the vil¬ 
lage after the current 
owners erected for sale 
signs last week. 

Broadwindsor Stores 
owner Alistair Boyd con¬ 
firmed the shop was for 
sale and has had to cut 
the newspaper round in a 
bid to save money. 

However, Mr Boyd has 
denied rumours he and 
his wife Breda would 
leave the village high and 
dry by closing the store 
without a buyer. 

The current financial 
market has meant the 
store, which has been up 
for sale since May 2009, 
has not yet attracted a 
suitable buyer. 

Mr Boyd, who is hop¬ 
ing to semi-retire after 
seven and half years at 
the store, said: “I’ve 
heard the rumour and the 
last thing we want to do 
is for the village to lose 
their shop. 

“This is very, very im¬ 
portant to us, that when 
we leave here the shop 
remains open, unless the 
bank closes us, which is 
not going to happen 
soon. 

“If we close the shop 
overnight we lose the 
goodwill of the village, 
so it’s not in our interest 
to do that as well. 

“The reason we’ve 
stopped the delivery 
round is because we can¬ 
not afford to lose more 
money. We are looking at 
ways of preventing that 
and one had to go; it was 
either the shop or the 
news round.” 

Mr Boyd said the hope 
is people will visit the 
store more often now the 
newspaper round had 
ceased. 

The plight of Broad¬ 
windsor Store is mirrored 
by that of Mosterton 
Stores and Post Office, 
which has failed to at¬ 
tract a buyer since it was 
put up for sale. 

Mosterton Store sub¬ 
postmaster Graham Fry 
said his business, which 


had almost sold a year 
ago, would continue to 
be an ongoing concern of 
his until it was sold. 

The nearest shop to 
Broadwindsor is either 
Mosterton, Hogs Hill or 
Beaminster - around a 
six mile round journey.

T here are many, many types of hairstyles out 
there, but not all will look good on you un¬ 
less the hairstyle fits the shape of your face. 
Below are the different hairstyles that are consid¬ 
ered most flattering for each shape of face. 

An oval face. The oval face is the perfect face. 
Almost any hairstyle will go with it, whether it is 
long or short, straight or curly. If you have an oval 
face, you will do well with having layers near your 
chin or cheekbones to draw attention to them. 
However, try to avoid hairstyles that add volumes 
to the top of your head it will make your face look 
longer. 

A long face. If you have a long or oblong face, 
you should create the illusion of width to balance 
it out. You can add width to your face by doing 
your hair with long, side-swept bangs or chin- 
length bobs. You will also do well with curls and 
waves that frame the face. 

If you have a long or oblong face, you should 
avoid letting your hair grow extremely long or 
having your hair cut extremely short. Such ex¬ 
treme hairstyles will take the width from your face 
and emphasize its length. 

A round face. If people with long faces need to 
add width to their faces, people with round faces 


need to take some of the width and bulk off by 
adding length. If your face is round you need to 
create the illusion of length, and to do this, you 
can have your haircut just below your chin, or in 
graduated layers. Do not do your hair in short, 
one-length, blunt cuts, as it will only draw atten¬ 
tion to the roundness of your face. 

A square face. Having a square face means hav¬ 
ing an angular jaw. The hairstyle trick with having 
a square face is drawing attention away from that 
jaw. This is done by putting texture to your hair. 
Short curls do exactly this, as well as long layers 
that start just below the jawline. If your face has a 
square shape, you should try not to have your hair 
cut in one-length bobs or wear bangs that are cut 
bluntly. It will only emphasize the squareness of 
your face. 

A heart-shaped face. Heart-shaped faces are 
pretty Valentines, but the pointed chin draws at¬ 
tention away from the eyes. If you have a heart- 
shaped face, you could bring focus to your eyes 
by wearing side-swept bangs, a fringe on your 
brow or long layers at the top. Or you could let 
your hair grow and have it done with layers that 
touch your cheekbones.

There's also a similar event taking place at London's Somerset House 
from July 8th-18th. Their Summer Series boasts the likes of Air, Florence 
& The Machine, Corinne Bailey Rae, The Divine Comedy and SoulII Soul.

Scotland's biggest festival, T in the Park, takes place from July 9th-11 th. 
The headliners are Muse, Eminem and Kasabian, with other big name acts 
including The Black Eyed Peas, The Prodigy, Jay-Z, Faithless, Stereo¬ 
phonies and Madness. You'll do well to track down a ticket at a sensible 
price as official sources have sold out, although eBay had over 500 avail¬ 
able at the time of writing. 

The third weekend of the month has an amazing choice of festivals on 
offer. Glade, the art and electronic music festival, takes place at Matterly 
Bowl, near Winchester, from July 16th-18th. This year's headliners are Or¬ 
bital, Simian Mobile Disco and Tricky. Tickets are £135 (with camping) 
and available from www.gladefestival.com 

The fifth Latitude Festival takes place at Henham Park in Suffolk the 
same weekend. Said to be more similar to continental festivals, as well as 
big name music acts, the bill also includes elements of theatre, art, com¬ 
edy, cabaret, poetry, politics, dance and literature. This year's headliners 
are Florence & The Machine, Belle & Sebastian and Vampire Weekend. 
Tickets are £155 (with camping) and available from www.latitude 
festival.co.uk 

If you're looking for a family friendly festival, Guilfest is one of the best. 
This three-day event in, you guessed it, Guildford, is also on the same 
weekend. The eclectic mix of acts on offer includes Orbital, The Human 
League and Status Quo. Adult weekend camping tickets are £110 (chil¬ 
dren £60) and are available from www.guilfest.co.uk 

And finally for this festival packed weekend is the trendy Lovebox Week¬ 
ender in London's Victoria Park. Headliners include Dizzee Rascal (Friday, 
July 16th), Roxy Music (Saturday, July 17th) and Grace Jones (Sunday, July 
18th). With its urban location, no camping is available, but there are dis¬ 
counts on the £45 day tickets if you want to go more than once (£80 for a 
Friday/Saturday or Saturday/Sunday ticket, £99 for a three-day pass). Get

WOMAD (World of Music, Arts and Dance) festivals take place all around 
the world each year, with events as far flung as New Zealand and Abu 
Dhabi now firmly on the calendar. But it's the British event that's the orig¬ 
inal WOMAD, first taking place at Shepton Mallet in 1982. The festival now 
takes place at Charlton Park in Wiltshire, and this year's event runs from 
July 23rd-25th. Weekend tickets (with camping) are £125 each and avail¬ 
able from www.womadshop.com 

Global Gathering, the dance music festival, is another that takes place 
all over the planet. This year's British event is on Friday 30th-Saturday 31 st 
July at its usual home of the Long Marston Airfield, near Stratford-upon- 
Avon. The headliners are Faithless and Dizzee Rascal; tickets at £120 each 
are available from www.globalgathering.com 

Dorset's top festival - which we've already previewed in View2 and will 
continue to do so until the event takes place - is Camp Bestival (July 
30th-August 1 st) at Lulworth Castle. This is the third year the festival has 
taken place, a spin-off from the original Bestival that takes place on the 
Isle of Wight each September. 

The big names making their way to the coast for 2010 include Madness, 
The Human League and Friendly Fires. Camp Bestival is probably the 
most family friendly of all festivals; adult weekend camping tickets are 
£155, students £145, 11-17 year-olds £77.50 and free for ages ten and 
under (although you must still obtain a ticket). Visit www.campbestival.net 
/tickets to book. 

From one extreme to the other, also taking place that weekend is Son- 
siphere, Europe's first hard rock touring festival. The UK event at Kneb- 
worth boasts the likes of Iron Maiden, Alice Cooper, Rammstein and Iggy

Exhibition looks at 
Bridport's Art Heart 

BRIDPORT has over the years steadily been earning 
itself a reputation as a centre for the arts. For the past 
three decades the town has been attracting painters, 
sculptors and other visual artists from both home 
and abroad. 

Now a new exhibition together with an accompa¬ 
nying book has been put together to, in part, cap¬ 
ture the essence of this artistic endeavour. 

"Portrait of the Artist", which opens at Bridport Arts 
Centre's Allsop Gallery, on April 17 is a group exhibi¬ 
tion of twenty-five painters and sculptors that seeks 
to explore and shed some light on this thriving, if 
enigmatic art scene. 

The project is a collaboration between three ele¬ 
ments that thrive in the town: art, photography and 
writing. Last year Bridport-based painter Kit Glaisyer 
approached internationally renowned photogra¬ 
pher George Wright to set about trying to capture 
this arts scene. They were later joined by writer Lu 
Orza, who conducted informal interviews with the 
artists in their studios, from which she created a nar¬ 
rative that tries to unravel the intriguing series of 
motivations and connections behind their work. 

She says, "for me this has been a fascinating 
process. Some of the artists opened up on a very 
personal level about their lives, while others concen¬ 
trated on their work. What is noticeable is there is no 
Bridport School; artists aren't trying to do the same 
type of thing. They are very much individualistic in 
their approach to their art. The exciting thing about 
Bridport is that the art that's happening here is so in¬ 
credibly diverse." 

Painter Kit Glaisyer says that "artists are attracted 
to Bridport because this is a place where they feel 
they can be themselves and where individuality is 
actively encouraged. This makes it the perfect place 
for idealists, non-conformists, dreamers and all those 
who are inspired to follow their own paths." 

"Lu Orza", he says, "has dug beneath the surface to 
find the deeper intentions of the artists. What she re¬ 
veals can be quite edgy and challenging, which is re¬ 
freshing. She has avoided the temptation of the easy 
cliche in her writing. And George Wright has beau¬ 
tifully captured the romance and the drama of cre¬ 
ative people and artists, there's a theatrical element 
to his work that illustrates the adventure of being an 
artist. He has produced a stunning series of photo¬ 
graphs that clearly evoke the excitement we all feel 
about the artists working in and around Bridport." 

The exhibition runs from Saturday 17 April to 10 
May, and is open Tuesday to Saturday 10-4pm daily.

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REVIEW I Make RUFUS HOUND ON HIS INPIRATIONS, ADVICE 
Way for Lucia FOR NEW COMEDIANS AND COMEDY DANCING 


THE play "Make Way for Lucia" was based on the novels of 
E.F. Benson and was, to my mind, brilliantly scripted by 
John Van Druten. His work demanded much of the per¬ 
formers but, in return, gave them great scope to express 
their talents. These opportunities were grasped totally by 
the members of the Lyme Regis Dramatic Society and the 
result was two of the best lead performances that I have 
witnessed these many moons, at the Marine Theatre or 
anywhere else. 

Anne King played the part of Miss Mapp, manipulative, 
deceitful, self appointed leader of Tilling society who 
brooked no pretenders to her throne, with brilliance. Every 
aspect of her performance, be it facial expression, diction 
or pose, cemented her into the role, leaving no doubt in 
any oneis mind that she was indeed the interfering, gos¬ 
siping, devious spinster, allowing no ripple to disturb the 
surface of her particular pond. 

If her performance was an outstanding one, another 
came from Hazel Cawte in the title role. A newcomer to the 
town, ostensibly for peace and quiet, she turned into an 
opponent worthy of the Mapp steel and matched her in 
every aspect of divisiveness. They bounced off each other, 
if that is the right expression, extremely well and, although 
amor vincit omnia for both of them in the end, one was left 
with the distinct impression that the breach was by no 
means healed. 

If these two was the stars, there were other performances 
very worthy of note. Chris Knight undertook the role of 
Major Flint, ex-Indian army, to very good effect, displaying 
a fine military bearing, and huffing and puffing most real¬ 
istically. He was entrapped by Miss Mapp in the end, while 
Fred Humphrey, also well cast, ended the play affianced to 
Lucia He played the part of the rather diffident suitor well 
indeed, handicapped as he was by a very colourful rug. 

The parts of clerical couple, the Reverend Bartlett and his 
lady wife must have been great fun to play. He, Ed Stand- 
haft, hailing from north of the Tweed and boasting a Scot¬ 
tish accent that would crack anvils, and she, Diana Dixon, 
giggly, gawky and sporting millinery that tended to create 
the Sou'wester effect. He did however wear his collar with 
a precision born of long acquaintance and managed to re¬ 
tain his kilt throughout the fancy dress scene, just; while 
she demonstrated a gait reminiscent of the late Joyce Gren¬ 
fell on occasion. 

There were others too. Cherine Hill did considerable leg 
work as confirmed gossip Godiva Plaistow; as did Pam Ladd 
in the role of Luciais maid and sometimes confidante, 
Grosvenor, while Jim Pettifer and Linda Crawford played 
stalwart couple Mr & Mrs Wyse, the real leaders of the gang. 

There was Jerry Smith too. Although his role of Cortese 
the composer was a cameo one, he displayed considerable 
stage presence during it. 

The whole play flowed very smoothly and this was 
helped by the fact that there were no scene changes. Much 
trouble had been taken however with the details of the set. 
(I liked the dining chairs that were certainly 1930s).The cos¬ 
tumes too were most appropriate, and details, such as the 
footwear, appeared absolutely right. 

Yes, to my mind, "Make Way for Lucia" was an outstanding 
production all round, with that most sought-after award, 
the Jenkin "Pound of Sausages", going to both leading 
ladies.

Is it fair to say you are probably most famous for 
your success on Let's Dance for Sport Relief? 

That's probably about fair. What's hard of course is 
that you spend a lot of years writing material, put¬ 
ting jokes together, and performing on the road and 
then you realise that what people really want is for 
you to put on a dress on and do a funny dance. That 
said, it's something which I spent a lot of time trying 
to get right and so the fact that it won was stagger¬ 
ing. I'm definitely proud of having done it; I just don't 
want to have to do it ever again. 

Have you received any dodgy picture messages 
from Ashley Cole since your performance? 

Yeah, one or two, I'm keeping them in the vault to 
sell to the News of the World, that's my pension plan. 

I think you'll have to join the queue won't you? 

Yeah exactly, when I come to claim my pension there 
will be so many of those in the public domain the 
rarity will be not having some. 

Do you ever worry about how people will react 
to your material? 

No, but I'm beginning to. I've always taken the line 
that comedy is one of the last real bastions of free 
speech. I definitely hear people say things on stage 
which I find hurtful or harmful or offensive but it 
doesn't mean that it's not their right to say them. It 
just means I would think twice about seeing them 
again. I think there is this dangerous idea that exists 
at the moment that it is a human right not to be of¬ 
fended and therefore people are trying to look to¬ 
wards councils and governments who already have 
themselves a vested interest in quashing freedom of 
speech and that's all the encouragement they need. 

What would you define yourself as? 

I'm still really trying to figure that out myself to be 
honest. I've been thinking a lot about this recently.

The trouble is for me was that as a teenager I was 
hugely inspired by stand up but as a younger man I 
was always inspired hugely by TV. I feel that TV has 
always been a massive part of my life. If you want to 
do the pink questions on trivial pursuit then I'm your 
man. 

So I don't know really I have these two conflicting 
ideas. 

What can people expect to see from you as a 
stand up? 

I would expect not to see the nice man from televi¬ 
sion because really in many ways comedy clubs are 
a place where intelligent grown ups go to hear other 
vaguely intelligent grown ups talk about the world 
around you. I'll be talking about god and being dad 
and things like that. 

So where do you get your inspiration from? 

What really gave me the inspiration was when I 
started on Argumental on Dave. I was doing good 
business as a compere and then I was suddenly on 
that show with Johnny Vegas, Jimmy Carr, Frankie 
Boyle, Dara O'Briain, Chris Addisson, just these guys 
who are freaking unbelievably good comics and it 
was working with those guys that made me very 
aware of the fact that if I was going to do any busi¬ 
ness myself I really needed to raise my game. So 
since Argumental really I have had more of a sense 
of what I wanted to do with comedy and therefore 


that has kind of informed what I talk about. 

Do you remember your first gig as a stand up? 

Yeah absolutely, I remember I got the worst case of 
Elvis gig I've ever had in my life. My mouth went dry, 
I was only doing three minutes but I spent literally 
two and a half of it with my right leg shaking looking 
more like and Elvis impersonator than a stand up 
comic. 

What advice would you give to someone starting 
out in comedy? 

Gig, that's it. If you want to start out in comedy then 
there is no point doing things with your friends that 
make the six of you laugh, you've got to get out 
there, figure out who you are what your voice is and 
the only way of doing that is by trying to make your 
audience laugh.

Aggressive behaviour worries 

Aggressive behaviour behind the wheel is the worst 
bad habit company drivers display according to fleet 
managers. 

Fleet industry guide, FleetDirectory.co.uk polled fleets 
to assess which habit they viewed to be the worst 
among a list of five common driver problems. 

Aggressive behaviour came top by a long way, taking 
40 per cent of the vote followed in second place by driv¬ 
ing too fast taking 27 per cent of the vote. 

Fleet managers were less concerned by poor pedal 
control, with 'crunching gears'attracting the least num¬ 
ber of votes with six per cent of the vote and 'braking 
too hard'taking seven percent. 

A lackof tidiness put'making a mess in the car'in third 
place with 20 per cent. 

Despite the problems caused by other habits, it was 
short-tempered drivers that worried fleet industry folk 
the most and with good reason. 

Losing your cool behind the wheel doesn't just lead 
to excessive risk-taking; it encourages others to react in 
a similar way. Aggressive behaviour such as cutting an¬ 
other driver up can encourage revenge attacks from 
similarly infuriated drivers. As a result, past studies have 
hinted strongly at a correlation between accident his¬ 
tory and aggression levels. According to a study from 
Responsible Young Drivers carried out in 2008, drivers 
with a high self-perceived levels of courtesy had fewer 
accidents in the previous three years than those that 
rated themselves as having low levels of courtesy.** Un¬ 
fortunately there is no established cause and effect, it 
could be that having an accident encourages a driver 
to be more aggressive in future or that being aggressive 
in the first place makes it more likely that a driver will 
be caught up in a crash. Either way it's clear that an ag¬ 
gressive driving style or habits are worrying trait in driv¬ 
ers from the fleet manager's perspective. 

Aggressive behaviour can include cutting other 
driver's up, rude hand gestures, tailgating, light flashing, 
verbal abuse, deliberately obstructing others and even 
physical attacks.

"Despite that he ran a really good 
race and it was only when the race 
quickened after Beecher's second 
time that he began to feel it. He was 
sore and a bit lame at the end. 

"The idea was for Harry (Skelton) to 
keep him wide and give him some 
daylight, and he was very well posi¬ 
tioned, being ninth and the end of the
